; or wounded on the field. 

A number of Dublin men have been 
* engaged to take their jaunting cars to 
St. Louis and ply for hire in the 
streets of that city during the Expo¬ 
sition. 

Torrential rains flooded the water 
courses of Mainers, Prance, last week, 
causing the collapse of several houses. 
Nine bodies were recovered and sev 
oral persons are missing. 

The coal yards of the Crescent Coal 
and Mining Company and the Peter¬ 
son Hay and Grain Company’s eleva¬ 
tor at Chicago have been destroyed 
by fire with a loss of $100,1X10. 

Mary Richardson, a young married 
woman of Philadelphia, waij stabbed 
through-the heart by May Richard¬ 
son, her sister-in-law, during a quar¬ 
rel in a real estate office. Jealousy 
was f ile cause. 

John Alexander Dowie has arrived 
in Berlin from Switzerland. He has 
taken rooms lately occupied by one 
of the Vanderbilts, costing $40 a day. 
He addressed a crowded meeting, de 
picting glowingly Zion City, near 
1 Chicago. 

The Cuban Senate disposed of sev¬ 
eral matters the other day in which 
the concurrence of the House is not 
necessary. The stale of Pines treaty 
with the United States was ratified 
without debate and also the postal 
treaty with Mexloo. 

Herman Parsons has been found 
guilty at Missoula, Mont., of the 
murder in the second degree of Depu¬ 
ty Sheriff Edmond Trudeau ut Lola 
on the night of February 14th. His 
sentence was fixed at ninety-nine 
years in the Montana state prison. 

William E. Samuelson of Utah broke 
the world’s bicycle record for two 
miles in a competition race on the 
i Salt Palace saucer track, Salt Lake 
j City. Samuelson rode the distuuce 
in 3:58 4-5 lowering by one second 
the previous record by Kramer of 
Pittsburg. 

Thomas W. Haskins of California 
has been appointed Chinese secretary 
of the United States Legation at Pe¬ 
king. Haskins was a student inter¬ 
preter, and has been in Peking for 
\ several years. He is one of the first 
of these students to graduate and at¬ 
tach himself to the regular service. 

J. B. Ashcroft of Fruitlauds, N. 
M., a Bishop of the Mormon Church 
and manager of the co-operative store 
at Fruitlands, was accidentally killed 
while blasting rock in the construc¬ 
tion of an irrigation ditch for the Na¬ 
vajo Indians near Fiuitlauds. He was 
knocked from a cliff by failing rock, 
deatn resulting instantly. 

Berlin newspapers announce that a 
syndicate of German and Dutch capi¬ 
talists has been organized tor the H 
uanciug of a cable from the Dutch is 
land of Menado Tua, off the coast of 
Celebes. East Indies, to the island of 
Guam and thence to Shanghai. 

! Through a connection with the Amer- 
I ican cable it is intended to eliminate 
British influence over the German and 
Dutch cable business with East Asia. 

Five thousand coast marine firemen, 
members of the Marine Firemen’s Un¬ 
ion of New York City, have been or¬ 
dered to strike by Daniel Sullivan, 

: the general secretary of the national 
executive board of the Marine Fire¬ 
men’s Council. The strike is expect¬ 
ed to extend to all the coast cities 
from Portland, Me., to Galveston, 


Texas. It is tbouhgt that 15,000 will 
be out within the next two weeks. 

The Casino Espanol, the Spanish 
club of Manila, has decided to parti¬ 
cipate in the forthcoming Fourth of 
July celebrations there. The Casino 
decided on this course because of the 
honors paid by the American Army 
and Navy to the dead Spanish soldiers 
and sailors buried at Manila and Ba¬ 
ler. At the latter place, in Northern 
Luzon, a few Spanish soldiers during 
the native insurrection against Spain 
defended themselves most heroically 
against a large force of insurgents. 

Westbound passenger train No. 3, 
on the Northern Pacific, jumped the 
track near Park City, Mont., about 
eighty miles east of Helena, while go- 
\ ing at full speed. The engine ran 
about 100 feet oh the ties and then, 
with the mail car, went into the ditch, 
the mail car being badly wrecked. 

! Four trainmen were injured in the 
i wreck. Several passengers were cut 
by glass from the windows, which 
they broke in an effort, to escape by 
that means. None was seriously hurt. 

On the World's Fair grounds at St. 
Louis a switch engine of the St. Louis 
and Colorado Railroad ran over and 
killed John Davidson, aged 35, son of 
Harry Davidson of San Francisco. 
Death was instantaneous. The re¬ 
mains, horribly mangled, wore taken 
to the Morgue, whence it is under- 
1 stood they will be removed to San 
! Francisco by the unfortunate man’s 
i father. The deceased was employed 
at the World’s Fair and was attending 
to business, it is said, when over¬ 
taken by death. 

While the Rev. Allen Rodgers, one 
of the best known Methodist ministers 
in Montana, was attempting to sub¬ 
due a fractious cayuse at Utica, the 
pony whirled on the divine and, mak¬ 
ing a lunge, kicked the clergyman in 
the pit of the stomach. Rodgers was 
found in a senseless condition in the 
stall of the wild animal and death en¬ 
sued several hours later. Rev. Rod 
gers has occupied pulpits in Montana 
for the past fifteen years Hiid has 
identified himself very promineuty in 
he work of the church. He was also 
a well-known Mason. 

After securing her wedding outfit 
by having the goods charged to two 
men of wealth, Rose Reifers, 18 years 
old, of Chicago, lias been arrested 
while passing herself oil’ as tiio daugh¬ 
ter of Theodore Kochs. She had or¬ 
dered jewelry to the value of $350 
charged to Kochs’ account. The jew¬ 
elry consisted of a diamond ring and 
shirt stud, which the young woman 
afterward confessed she intended to 
give George Breckley of Oak Park, to 
whom she is engaged. The girl’s pa 
rents are well to do, and declare their 
daughter had everything she wanted. 

SOLD GOVERNMENT POOR OATS. 

Four Million Pounds Bought Destroyed 
Upon Arrival at Philippines. 

— 

Tacoma, Wash.—Puget Sound grain 
exporters are taking steps to inform 
the quartermaster’s department at 
Washington that all Washington oats 
are not musty and mouldy like the 
4,(XX),000 pounds recently destroyed 
upon arrival in the Philippines. This 
cargo or oats was purchased at a lower 
price than the exporting firms now 
protesting could supply outs for. 
They protested against the acceptance 
of the bid, claiming that oats of first 
class quality could not be supplied at 
the price named. They were over¬ 
ruled by the quartermaster’s agent 
and the bid was accepted. Not satis¬ 
fied, one of these firms employed a 
man to take samples of the cargo as it 
was loaded, it is claimed that these 
samples were musty and mouldy. 

The matter has been placed before 
the Washington Congressmen with the 
request that they inform the depart 
ment at Washington. The object is 
to place the blame on one dealer and 
the Government agent instead of 
against the exporters and Washington 
oats in general. 

For Study of Evolution. 

New York.—An evolution station of 
the Carnegie Institution will lie open¬ 
ed at Coldspring Harbor, L. 1. I)r. 
Charles B. Davenport of the Univer 
sity of Chicago, has been appointed a 
director. The object is to afford fa 
cilities for the study of the various 
branches of evolution hereditary, de- 
\ scent, relationships and development 
of species both of animals and plants. 

' The site includes ten acres upon 
which plants and animals will be set 
growing in such a manner that their 
development may be closely watched.

He was 74 years 
old, and leaves four children. 

Merchandise valued at $15,(XX) was 
lost lust week in Thirty-Mile river, 
Yukon territory, by the wrecking of 
two big scows belonging to Charles 
Sutro, Thomas Shaw and Thomas 
Morgan, Dawson merchants. The 
scows hit tile rocks while being .-l*- , r i 
ed through the shallow waters of 
Thirty-Mile river from Lebarge to the 
upper Yukon. Their owners carried 
no insurance, sustaining a total loss. 

A big real estate deal was consum¬ 
mated at Pasadena last week, when 
the Hotel Lupiutoresca was transferr¬ 
ed from Milton D. Painter to George 
Wilson, a prominent hotel mail of 
Chicago, the consideration being 
$125,000. The hotel was formerly the 
Hotel Painter, and was the first hotel 
erected in Pasadena, it has since 
been enlarged and improved, and is 
one of the finest in the city.

MANY SLAIN BY THE TURKS. 

French Foreign Minister Tells of Recent 
Armenian Outrages. 


Paris. —Foreign Minister Delcasse 
made a statement in the Chamber of 
Deputies giving a summary of the 
official investigation into the atroci¬ 
ties in Armenia. The question came 
up on the request of a Socialist Dep¬ 
uty that France make a naval demon 
stratiou against Turkey in order to 
stop the Armenian persecutions. 

M. Delcasse said ho received a re¬ 
port. from the French Embassador at 
Constantinople giving the result of 
the investigations of the French Con¬ 
sul sent into the Sassoon district, it 
showed there had been a number of 
bloody combats and villages had been 
captured by the troops and destroyed. 
But it was impossible to estimate even 
approximately the number of villages 
destroyed or the number of people 
killed. Some accounts said twenty- 
five villages and others claimed liiat 
fifteen villages wore destroyed. There 
was no doubt the uprising resulted in 
the killing of many rebels and also iu 
the death of many peaceful peasants. 
But the presence of the French, Kus 
sian and British Consuls was begin¬ 
ning to restore confidence. The fact 
iu the case had been exaggerated, but. 
they were none the less deplorable. 
The Porte maintains in Armenia ad¬ 
ministration of such character that 
insurrection is the only recourse for 
the population. 

Continuing, M. Dolcnsse said: “1 
have informed the Porte that the time 
for repression is over and that it must 
beware what responsibility it incurs. 
The French Government will not 
cease to do its whole duty.” 

A BURIED WAR CANOE FOUND. 

Discovered at the Bottom of a Lake in 
Fiji Island*. 

Honolulu. — The Bishop Museum 
here has just boon notified of wtmt is 
considered a very important find in 
Polynesian archaeology, which lias 
just been made in Fiji. This is the 
discovery, in a good state of preserva¬ 
tion, of what is known as King Cako- 
bau’s enormous war canoe. This ca¬ 
noe belonged to the kings of Fiji and 
was one of the emblems of the crown. 
Nearly a century ago it. disappeared, 
except for the mainmast and other 
portions of the gear. The mainmast 
was given to Professor Agassiz some 
years ago and is now in the Philudel 
phis Museum. 

The canoe itself was taken to pieces 
ut Hie time it disappeared and the 
portions sunk in au artificial lagoon 
excavated for the purpose. Then the 
mutter was forgotten. Lately the 
hiding place, which is not far from 
Ban, has been found, and the local 
Fiji chief, Kadavu Levu, has had it 
taken out and put together, and pro¬ 
poses to offer it to the British Mu 
seum.

Providence, R. L.—The one hun¬ 
dredth and thirty sixth commeuce- 
meat at Brown University began wit h 
the baccalaureate sermon deliver.*! by 
President William H. F’aunee Ut 
took for iiis text John xx:4, "The 
other disciples did outrun Peter and 
came first to the sepulchre—went h«*

President Faunce said in part: 
‘‘The American Nation is regarded by 
impartial observers as able rather 
than profound in intellect. Whatever 
the goal we strive for, wo win while 
other peoples are considering how to 
start. Yet we stand outside the realm 
of ripened wisdom and assurance and 
stable conviction. The men of our 
time are more attached to expedients 
than to principles, preferring iction 
to thought, and our generation, so 
full of life and movement, appears at 
times to be found nowhere under full 
sail. We have marvelous inventors, 
but few scientists ot the tir^t rauK; 
excellent writers of school hooks, few 
authorities in education; admirable 
preachers, few theologians whose 
voices are hoard in Europe; -.killful 
expositors of philosophy, no t(makers 
who rank with those of lands where 
thought has time to brood and lpen. 
Our ago is strenuous to the breaking 
point. ”

To Supply Water to El Paso.

Nothing is more com¬ 
mon than to hear people say; “If I 
hud u great fortune how much good I 
would do!” and “I have no desire for 
money except to do good with it,” but 
if these same people had Rockefeller's 
wealth they would, inside of u year, 
feel as he does, that it Is nlinost Im¬ 
possible to give away lnrge sums of 
money without doing more harm than 
good. One reason is that ns soon as it 
is known that there is a great sum of 
money to be had for good objects uni¬ 
versal society resolves itself into a 
hand of sharpers to put up a Job on 
the possessor and get tiie money.

PEDESTR1ANISM IN FRANCE. 

Walking Adopted as a Fad — Cross- 
Country Kilns Fashionable. 

With the true Gallic enthusiasm that 
characterizes their acceptance of any 
fad or craze, the French people have 
taken up athletics, particularly the 
cross-country run or walk phase of 
the strenuous life, says tiie Illustrated 
Sporting News. This movement, which 
has had for its more direct inspiration 
the wholesale pedestrianism that has 
affected all England during the sum¬ 
mer and autumn of the present year, 
is confined to neither class nor mass, 
but is the property of the whole peo¬ 
ple. 

What is unquestionably the greatest 
of cross-country runs, or. for that mat¬ 
ter, of any such contest ever held, was 
celebrated at Paris on Sunday, Nov. 8 . 
'lhis affair, called "I/e Marche du Petit 


Matelot.” In honor of a Parisian firm 
j that provides 10,(XK) francs in prizes, 
I received 4,3-18 entries in advance. Of 
j this number 3,Soo men, the employes 
of 100 business houses in tiie French 
capital, started on the forty kilometer 
journey, and 1,347 of Ihe contestants 
covered the entire course. Tile several 
prize winners were separated at the 
finish of what proved to be, apparent¬ 
ly, a four-hour journey by seconds only. 

So groat was the interest taken in 
Ihe a flair that more than 200,000 spec¬ 
tators xvitnessed the start and finish 
of the contest, many others lining the 
roads traversed by the walkers, so 
that the competitors went through !i\ 
Ing hedges practically the entire dis 
tnnoe. Each competitor wore a liras 
saril—a sort of white sleeveless jersey 
—with his number on the breast. Sol 
dters and gendarmes on horseback 
were called into use to handle the 
crowd, while on the march, once the 
small army had started, automobllists 
and cyclists, deputized as marshals, 
saw to it that the prescribed condi 
lions were adhered to, and that each 
routes (fiat was unhindered or unaided 
in ids race.

For many yuu 
France lias supplied the best grades 
of bristles to brush manufacturers, 
and in view of ttie fact that there is 
no home competition the duty on them 
Is not high. Some of the cheaper 
grades of bristles come from Ger¬ 
many and Russia. They are tied to¬ 
gether in bunches and shipped in bar 
rels. 

Lately Undo Sani has begun to im¬ 
port a fine quality of bristles from his 
own possessions in the Philippines. 
The hogs there furnish an excellent 
and adequate supply. Agents sent out 
lust September by the brush manu 
fncturers bring back encouraging re¬ 
ports. The Spaniards never paid much 
attention to the exportation of bris¬ 
tles, but when the trade is once .sot 
going under American auspices brush 
manufacturers, so one of them in Non- 
York says, will be almost independent 
of the French supply.”

AN ANTARCTIC RISCliE.

As dramatic as the famous meeting 
of I>r. Nansen and Mr. Jackson on (lie 
ice of Franz-Josef Land in tiie summer 
of 1S9G was that of Captain Earscu of 
the Swedish steamship Antarctic, Dr. 
Otto Nordenskjold. tin- Swedish ex¬ 
plorer, and Captain lrizar of the Ar¬ 
gentine gunboat Uruguay, among tiie 
icy hills of the Louis-Philippe Euiid 
last November. The Nordenskjold ves¬ 
sel Antarctic, which left Sweden in 
October. 1901. and had taken on board 
a lieutenant of the Argentine navy at 
Buenos Ayres, had landed Dr. Nor¬ 
denskjold and his party at Snow Hill, 
Louis-Philippe Land, in January, 1902, 
with provisions for two years. The 
steamer had then gone to the vicinity 
of the Falkland Islands for an extend¬ 
ed cruise. 

According to the plan agreed upon, 
the Antarctic was to return for the 
exploring party in January, 1903. On 
the 4th of that month, however, wliile 
passing between two ice fields in Ter¬ 
ror Bay, it was suddenly nipped and 
held fast. A hole was made in ttie 
quarter, through which water poured 
ih a torrent. The steam-pumps were 
started, and for more than a month 
kept the vessel fairly clear of water 
wtiile she lay in the tee. Meanwhile 
all on board wore ready to abandon 
ship. 

j At last, on Feb. 12th. she went clear 
of the ice and headed for land, but 
began to fill quickly. Captain Larsen 
ran her against an ice-field, and land¬ 
ed the men and stores Just before the 
steamer sank. The party succeeded in 
reaching Pnulet Island, where the 
crew wintered with great hardships. 
One sailor died. 

Meanwhile, when bis rescuers failed 
1 o arrive, Pr. Nordenskjold wintered 
on Louis-Philippe Land, only tin miles 
away. 

When the summer of 1903 went by 
without word from the explorer, the 
Swedish government took alarm and 
fitted out a relief expedition. Before 
it could sail, however, the energetic 
Argentine Republic had commissioned 
Captain lrizar of the gunboat t rugiiay 
to sail at once for ttie South Sea and 
find Dr. Nordenskjold. Accordingly, 
early in November the opening of 
spring in those latitudes Captain Iri- 
zar landed on Louis-Philippe Land, and 
had the good fortune in the course of 
n short walk to meet two of Dr. Nor- 
donskjold’s men, who were hunting for 
penguins for food. 

Quickly they led him over the ice- 
mounds to the camp where Dr. Nor¬ 
denskjold and-the others were. They 
had hardly exchanged greetings, and 
ihe leader was Just saying that the 
\ntarctic had not been seen, when 
over a hill on the other side came Cap¬ 
tain Larsen, the Argentine lieutenant 
and five of his sailors, who crossed on 
the ice from Pnulet Island, seeking 
their leader or some rescuer. 

The reunion was as joyous as it was 
dramatic. 'I'lie Argentine lieutenant, 
bareheaded, roughly clad, unshorn, 
hailed ns an old comrade and superior 
the commander of the Uruguay, and 
was delighted that the rescue should 
have been achieved by bis own gov¬ 
ernment. The relief of each party on 
learning that the others hail como 
through almost unharmed may be im¬ 
agined. Two days later the rest of 
the sailors were taken on board tho 
Uruguay from Pnulet Island, and soon 
from Southern South America news of 
their safety was flashed (o the world. 

Besides valuable meteorological and 
magnetic records, and notes and maps 
of canoe and inland explorations of 
the borders of Louis-Philippe and Os¬ 
car Second Lunds, Dr. Nordenskjold 
brings back fossils which show that 
those now frigid regions were once 
possessed of a beautiful and bouutc-

OUR INTEREST IN KOREA. 

How Success of Either Russia or Japan 
Would Effect America. 

As Americans, we naturally ask how 
the success of either side would affect 
cur interests in the peninsula and in 
the whole far East. Japan stands for 
the “open door” everywhere, for per¬ 
fect freedom of religion, for the open¬ 
ing up of the agricultural, mineral and 
industrial resources of the Eastern 
world. Not one plank in her platform 
suggests a policy that would be inimi¬ 
cal to American enterprise in any of 
its many forms. Americans have not 
done very much In Korea as yet, but 
this war means more than Korea; it 
means Manchuria and all northern 
China. 

The Russian minister in Seoul re¬ 
cently told a journalist that the Uus- [ 
sians did not see why Americans 
should be playing Japan’s game, since ! 
she Is a commercial rival. He affirmed j 
that Americans would be welcomed 
anywhere in Manchuria by the Rus¬ 
sians to-day, but that if Mukden nud 
the other ports were opened it would 
allow the influx of a thousand Japan¬ 
ese, and trouble would be inevitable. 
If this is so, how does it happen that 
American firms in Pori Arthur, Dalny. 
Vladivostok and other Russian centers 
find it absolutely necessary to carry on 
their business through Russian agents? 
The local manager of the firm must he 
under Russian control, or lie can do no 
business. An independent American 
firm in Vladivostok recently found that 
it must close its doors. It would not 
come under Russian jurisdiction, and 
it soon found that when its goods from ; 
America arrived they were kept in the 
cutoms warehouse from four to six 
months before the authorities would 
release them. 

In one respect the Americans would 
become more obnoxious to the Itus- 
slnns than the Japanese.

One of the rules I hut even young 
writers and readers should bear in | 
mind is this: “Verify your quotations.’’ ! 
And, If possible, go to the original 
source rather than lo rely on other au 
thorlty. Tho reason for tlie rule is 
easy to see. Usually u quotation be 
conies popular because it Is worth : 
while, and to misquote is ofteu to lose 
the value of the words. Thus people 
often say, “A little knowledge Is a dan 
gerous thing.” But that is not true. 
All knowledge is worth having, even 
a little. They mean "half-knowledge,” ] 
or Incorrect knowledge, which is not 
really knowledge at all! What Pope 
wrote was: “A litile learning is a dan- : 
gerous thing;” and what he meant was 
that a little learning makes one pre 
sumptuous, while thorough learning 
gives humility—an idea likewise set ! 
forth in tin* saying that wisdom begin • [ 
with the feeling that one is ignorant. 

So. verify your quotations for fear : 
you may put into currency a counter¬ 
feit note. 

At the same time it is to be remem¬ 
bered that some few quotations have 
been improved by changes introduced 
by those who have misquoted. Those 
impovements are rare, however, and it 
1 is safest to retain the old forms where 
i there is any doubt.

which you may correct for yourself, 
and then may Inquire whether It is 
likely that the popular change is an 
improvement, when the nature of dew 
is understood.—Si.

It is one of the strange ironies of 
fate that the celebrated Russian pnint- 
er, Vnsllli Verestchagin, should have 
perished with liis friend. Admiral 
Makaroff, when the battleship I’etro- 
pavlovsk was blown up at Port Arthur. 
Verestchagin believed lie had a mis 
slon to make the horr.us of war so ap 
patting to Hie people of the civilized 
world through his brush that they 
should aid the movement for universal 
arbitration, and be had gone to the far 
east the better to study war's terrible 
roalitii's. For closer observation of 
naval warfare he had gone on board 
tlie Petropavlovsk. only to perish amid 
tlie very horrors he had journeyed to 
depict. 

Verestchagin was horn in 1842 and 
studied art in Russia and in Paris, in 
1867 lie was with Kattffmunn in the 
Turcoman campaigns, and exhibited at 
Munich his first canvases depleting the 
scenes he had witnessed. He visited 
India In 1M7. and three years Inter f >1 
lowed the Russian armies in the war 
with Turkey. 

Turning his attention to American 
subjects, he came to the United States 
two years ago for Ihe solo purpose of 
depleting the battle of San .limn, at 
which lie worked with zeal for months. 
It attracted a multitude of sightseers, 
subsequently being bought by a Brook 
lyn collector for .jilS.(MM). To execute 
Its details faithfully Verestchagin visit¬ 
ed President Roosevelt, went to Cuba 
to study the locality of the tight, and 
set up his studio at Fori Myers, near 
tile capital.
